THE VILLAGE UPON A HITL. 

South Hadley was originally a precinet of 
Old Hadley, and was incorporated about one 
hundred years afier the settlement of North- 
ampton, and about thirty years after a few 
inhabitants from Hadley, in 1721, had taken 
up their abode im South Hadley, with the 
promise of a grant of land, should they settle 
& minister of sound orthodox principles 





What would New England have been with 
oul sentiments of virtue, and piety deeply un- | 
planted im the bosoms of our Pilgrim ances- | 
tors, to make early provision for moral and | 
religious instruction’ During the first ten} 
or twelve years residence at South Hadley, 
distant seven of exght miles from Hadley, | 
the emigrants went to Hadley on the Sab- | 
bath, where they could also see many old as- | 
sociates, But having accessions to their | 
new territory, they concluded to have a min- 
ister of there own; they bart a small meet- 
ing-house with nine pews of square pens, 
and sovited the Rev. Mr. Rawson tw become 
thew spiritual teacher, To satesfy the im- 
habitants of Hadley of bis gename ortho 
doay, a couse of muaisters convened, of 
which the Rew Jonathan Edwards was the 
scribe. Mr. Rawson's discourses were writ- 
ten and spoken im the plaimest manner, but 
adapted to the understanding of his hearers, 
and the Sabbath was iwerally a day of rest 
from worldly cares; even the pot ceased to 

wl, There was then no parlor centre ta 
bles, covered with trash, of novels, of books 
of light reading 

Ta those days, the Sabbath was not dese- 
erated by 


traveling, amusements, of sec- 


ular business. The basiness of the week

hearth, and by pine torchlight, were taught 
the catechiem, the duties of the holy Sab- 
bath, and perhaps to chant some prous hymn, 
before kneeling aroand the family altar, On 
Sabbath morning, at the prescribed hour, 
the people were called together by blowing 
a blast, not with the silver trumpet of Aaron, 
nor the ringing of the bell, but with a large 
conch shell; which, if yet im existence, 
should be deposited among the archives of 
the Holyoke Seminary. Before meeting on 
Sabbath morning, a slight repast was taken, 
without such niceties as tea or coffee, and 
devotional exercises succeeding, to meeting 
they went, man, woman and child, to hear 
the word dispensed No cooking of dinners 
on that day was wiernted For supper, « 
liberal supply of bean porridge and brown 
bread would satisfy the most craving appe- 
tite; before the devotional exercises on Sab- 
bath an examination of the ser-

religuns truthe inculeated, the young chil- 
dren instructed and probably takeo aside by 
the mother to pray with and for them, and 
teach them to lisp the prasses of their heaven- 
ly Father. For the Sabbath, the Bible, Aw 
sembly's Catechiom, and other books, if they 
had them, would be taken from the cupboard 
ot shelf, servously and devoutly perused by 
the older children and parents. In all new 
sett ements, ut was not only customary, but 
a dictate of religious duty to keep the Sab- 
bath holy 

About the year 1750, another house for 
public worship, 45 by 55 feet, was erected, 
or rather, the frame rained, during much 
bitter altercation, and difficulties to impede 
the work.

Mr. Copway, im the costume of agp Ojibway 
Chief, theo addressed the meeting at length, and 
with great earnestness, u hue plan, which 
briefly thie: to procare the General Govern- 
ment a lumted district in the Northwest Terrto- 
ries aa the final home of the exghteen surviving 
nations of hie countrymen. Should the be ar 
cured, the Indians will be invited to settie upon 
it. A single military poet and four Indian agents 
will be ali that our Government need establists 
A great saving would thus be effected on our part.

SOMETHING ABOUT PRINTERS. 


We live in an age and in « country where- 
in it would be considered simos proof of ie 
nacy of great temerity, to say (hat printing ie 
not one of the most usefal arts. That the 
art of printing we like sak ‘nt us the preser- 
vation of arts,’ seems to be = position com- 
ceded by all civilized communities where ns 
benefits have been diffused with etther an 
nasparing of stinied hand. That it bas fa- 
cilitated the march of wnprovem> it abroad 
and propagated correct principles, heralded 
forth the prospects ot christianity, carried 
civilization, the arts and know , inte 
foreign, degraded, heathen benighted, lands 
and that n has elevated man, shown bim 
wheat he is, and what he ougist to be, besides 
conferring numerous other invaluable ad- 
vantage, BOONE 8 Cognizant of its operations, 
will for a moment doubt. But the intention 
in commencing this article was not to eulo- 

ze the art for the benefactions it has con- 
) a on man, but for entirely another pur- 
pose. 

Common letier press printing, books, 
newspapers, &c., is carried on by « large 
namber of tools of types, every one of which 
coms money, labor and ingenuity, to to fit for 
ese. It is said there are but two or three 
men in the United States who can make 
the matrices in which the types are cast, 

so peculiar, complete, proportioned, uniform 
and exact, must the work be done. The 
letters are made principally of lead, mised 
with other metals in order to harden it saf- 
ficiently when cool, while at the same time 
these other imgredients caused the fused 
composition to fill the most \eouces crevices 
of the matrix completely. 

For every size of type, and differently 
shaped type, and there are more than 300 
shapes aad sizes of each letter in our alphe- 
bet in use, new matrices have to be made 
and each with the same exactness, of the 
font is defective. In Roman, each letter 
mast be made three times, large and small 
capitals, lower case, saying nothing of ponte, 
figures and other indispensable characters. 
To give some iden of characters and letters, 
which go to form « font of types, 1 may an- 
ewer to state that there are two cases, as the 
printers call them, the lower case, comtain- 
ing all the common or small levers, with the 
figures, and pointe for punctuation, double 
letters, spaces, quadrats; this case has eom- 
monly 54 bores, and every one is occupied.
